To  THE  Chairman  and  Members^ 

Madam  and  Gentlemen^ 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1951. 


The  Birth  Rate  was  15.0  compared  with  15.1  for  1950  and  the 
Death  Rate  was  10.3  compared  with  9.2.  On  page  33  will  be  found 
a  table  showing  comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  together 
with  an  analysis  of  mortality  and  case  rates  for  certain  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  year. 

Details  of  the  CounciLs  post  war  housing  activities  will  be 
found  on  page  9.  During  the  year  218  permanent  houses  v/ere  com¬ 
pleted  and  work  was  in  progress  on  a  further  276  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  total  number  of  houses  completed  up  to  December  31st, 
1951,  was  150  prefabricated  bungalows  and  1,272  permanent  houses. 
The  demand  for  houses  throughout  the  District  continues  be  be  very 
great. 

It  is  satisfactory^  to  note  a  very  definite  fall  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  The  figures  for  deaths  from  this  disease 
and  the  death  rate  are  the  lowest  recorded  for  the  District. 

Details  of  the  various  Sewerage  Schemes  approved  by  the 
Ministry  will  be  found  on  pages  19  and  20.  During  the  year  the 
Stanton-by-Bridge  scheme  was  completed  and  work  was  commenced 
on  two  other  major  schemes.  A  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  Dale 
Abbey  has  been  deposited  with  the  Ministry.  On  the  completion  of 
all  these  schemes  only  three  parishes,  having  a  combined  population 
of  less  than  250  will  be  without  public  sewerage  facilities. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  fellow  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  during  the  year.

Three  cases  occurred  in  Melbourne,  two  being  secondary  cases. 
The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  determined.  Bacteriological 
report  Vi  Phage  Type  I. 

Two  cases  occurred  at  Alvaston  during  August.  The  source  of 
the  infection  was  not  determined.  Bacteriological  report  untypable 
Vi  Strain  (probably  Kent). 

Two  cases  occurred  at  Littleover  ;  source  was  not  determined 
and  no  Bacteriological  report  was  obtained.

Direct  labour  collection  and  disposal  continued  throughout  the 
year.  One  new  Bedford  10  cu.  yard  side  loadng  vehicle  with  crew 
cab  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  £l,190/0/0d.  The  policy  of  standard¬ 
isation  in  the  fleet  of  vehicles  suffered  a  set-back  by  the  non-delivery 
of  an  Austin  5  ton  chassis  which  was  ordered  in  July. 

During  the  year  the  wages  of  refuse  collectors  and  refuse  tip- 
men  increased  from  2/6|d.  to  2/1  IJd.  per  hour  and  the  cost  of  petrol 
increased  by  1/ld.  per  gallon. 

The  staff  at  the  Spondon  Garage  was  increased  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  apprentice  in  August  and  now  consists  of  1  Chief 
Mechanic  ;  1  Mechanic  ;  1  Assistant  and  1  Apprentice. 

The  tipping  sites  at  Chellaston,  Dale  Abbey,  Little  Eaton, 
Melbourne  and  West  Hallam  continued  to  be  used  throughout  the 
year. 


On  August  22nd  bank  notes  to  the  total  value  of  £291/0/0d. 
were  found  at  the  Chellaston  tip  where  the  refuse  from  seven  parish¬ 
es  is  dealt  with.  Part  of  the  money  was  found  by  an  employee  of  the 
Council  and  the  remainder  by  the  owner  of  the  site  and  his  partner. 
The  money  was  still  unclaimed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Cesspool  Emptier. 

The  completed  machine  was  delivered  in  May  and  undertakes 
the  whole  of  the  nightsoil  collection  in  the  district  as  well  as  perform¬ 
ing  many  useful  tasks  at  the  varous  sewage  disposal  works.  When 
circumstances  permit  a  limited  number  of  private  cesspools  are 
emptied  for  which  service  a  charge  of  15/-  per  hour  is  made. 
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Costs  have  been  as  follows  :  —

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The  following  information  is  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst  :  — 

196  samples,  including  163  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council  during  the 
year  1951.  Three  samples  of  Milk  contained  small  amounts  of  added 
water  and  five  samples  were  deficient  in  fat.  The  vendors  of  these 
samples  were  cautioned.  The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as 
satisfactory. 

Petrol  Supplies. 

19,310  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1952.  There  are  two  pumps,  each  with  500  gab 
storage  tank,  situated  one  at  Chaddesden  and  one  at  Melbourne. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

Statutory  action  under  Sec.  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year.  During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st 
March,  1951,  14  new  waterclosets  were  provided  replacing  four  privies 
and  eight  pail  closets. 

Very  few  conversions  are  outstanding  in  the  sewered  areas,  but 
the  completion  of  schemes  of  sewerage  which  are  now  in  progress  will 
result  in  an  increase  in  this  work.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  position  regarding  the  major  schemes  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  is  as  follows  :  — 

1. — BARROW  AND  SWARKESTONE. 

A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage,  including  two  pumping  stations 
and  enlargement  of  the  existing  Chellaston  Disposal  Works. 

Commenced  May  and  almost  half  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Progress  impeded  by  excessive  subsoil  water. 

2. --ELVASTON. 

Sewerage  of  the  three  hamlets  of  Elvaston,  Thulston  and 
Ambaston,  including  two  pumping  stations  and  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Ambaston. 

Commenced  February  and  about  one  quarter  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Progress  very  slow. 
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3. — MORLEY. 

(a)  Sewerage  of  Brackley  Gate  area  to  new  disposal  works. 

(b)  Sewerage  of  Church  Lane  area  to  new  disposal  works. 
Commenced  in  April  1952. 

4. — STANTON-BY-BRIDGE. 

Sewerage  of  the  Parish  to  a  new  pumping  station  discharging 
sewage  to  the  existing  Melbourne  sewerage  system,  with  additions  to 
the  existing  Melbourne  Disposal  Works. 

Completed  during  the  year  and  notices  served  re  closet  con¬ 
versions. 

5. — SANDIACRE  AND  DISTRICT  REGIONAL  SCHEME. 

A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage  serving  Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandi- 
acre,  Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott,  including  two  pumping  stations 
at  Sandiacre  and  enlargement  of  the  Draycott  Disposal  Works.  The 
present  arrangement  whereby  sewage  from  Sandiacre  and  part  of 
Risley  is  treated  at  joint  disposal  works  at  Stapleford  is  to  be  discon¬ 
tinued. 

Commenced  January  and  about  one  quarter  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  following  were  also  dealt  with  during  the  year  : 

ALVASTON  AND  BOULTON. 

15  yards  of  9in.  and  42  yards  of  6in.  foul  sewer,  together  with 
two  manholes  were  installed  at  Westgreen  Avenue  and  Westdene  in 
order  to  improve  the  drainage  systems  at  a  group  of  houses. 

BREADSALL. 

137  yards  of  6in.  sewer  and  three  manholes  were  provided  at 
Haslam’s  Lane  to  serve  new  factory  premises. 

BREASTON. 

The  scheme  providing  for  the  replacement  of  the  pneumatic 
ejector  stations  at  Sawley  Lane,  Draycott  and  Wilsthorpe  Road, 
Breaston  by  automatic  electrical  pumping  stationns  which  had  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning  in  1950 
had  not  received  approval  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

CHADDESDEN. 

An  Aveling-Barford  pedestrian  controlled  dumper  was  acquired 
for  use  at  the  disposal  works  and  has  proved  of  tremendous  advantage 
in  handling  sludge. 

LITTLE  EATON. 

As  the  result  of  road-making  operations  it  became  necessary 
for  the  whole  of  the  sewer  at  The  Chase  to  be  relaid  and  for  many  of 
the  house  connections  to  be  reconstructed.  210  yards  of  6in.  sewer 
and  five  manholes  were  installed 
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OCKBROOK. 

A  serious  blockage  of  the  sewer  at  Derby  Road,  Borrowash, 
took  place  in  January.  The  sewer  here  is  shallow  and  investigation 
revealed  that  it  had  become  damaged  as  a  result  of  the  very  heavy 
traffic  carried  by  this  road.  In  addition  to  effecting  repairs  three  new 
manholes  were  installed. 


SAN  DI  ACRE. 

The  sewer  at  Regent  Street  was  found  to  be  defective  and  a 
scheme  was  prepared  for  the  provision  of  78  yards  of  9in.  sewer  and 
three  manholes.  Work  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


GENERAL. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  ex¬ 
amine  and  report  on  the  condition  and  capacity  of  the  various  sewage 
disposal  works. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  new  sewers  were  laid  in  the  district 
as  part  of  Council  housing  site  preparation. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

The  Council  was  concerned  in  proceedings  brought  by  the 
Flolice  concerning  the  theft  of  waste  paper  from  the  refuse  tip  and 
salvage  depot  at  Dale  Abbey.  One  man  was  fined  £2/0/0d.  ;  the  two 
others  10/  -  each  ;  and  each  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  £l/l/3d. 
costs. 


An  appeal  to  the  Magistrates’  Court  was  laid  by  the  owner  of 
premises  at  Spondon  in  connection  with  the  refusal  of  the  Council  to 
grant  a  Licence  under  Sec.  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  authorising 
land  to  be  used  as  a  site  for  a  moveable  dwelling,  but  was  withdrawn 
before  the  date  of  the  hearing. 

On  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Works  the  Council  brought 
proceedings  against  the  owner  of  a  house  at  Littleover  and  her  builder 
for  carrying  out  building  work  without  a  Building  Licence.  The 
owner  was  fined  £25/0/0d.  and  the  builder  £50/0/0d.  and  each  de¬ 
fendant  was  ordered  to  pay  £5/5/Od.  costs. 

Rodent  Control. 

For  several  months  the  Council  was  without  the  services  of  a 
Rodent  Operator.  Infestations  at  private  premises  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year  as  well  as  systematic  treatments  of  the  refuse  tips, 
sewage  works  and  sewerage  systems.  The  cost  of  the  service  for  the 
year  ending  March  31st,  1952,  after  allowing  for  sundry  income  of 
j£r2/8/10d.  and  including  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  Austin  van 
was  £277/6/1  Id.
